1. In the amendment filed 2/4/08, the following has occurred: Claims 1, 3, 6, 8, 15 
and 27 have been amended and claims 2,5,1, 10, 16-26 and 28-38 have been canceled. Now 
claims 1, 3, 6, 8, 15 and 27 are presented for examination. 

EXAMINER 'S AMENDMENT

This along with further limitations set forth by the 
claims render the application allowable over the prior art of record.

in accordance with the certificate wording allowed or disallowed from the first user interface as 
well as permitting an approver to edit and create an certificate of insurance.
